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MINUTES. 


The Twenty-Third Annual Session of the Judson Associa- 
tion convened with the church at Liberty, Monroe county, 
MissisSippi, on the 10th of September, 1875. 

The Introductory Sermou was preached by Elder W. C. 
Thomas. Text—the prophecy of Daniel, 2:44, “In the days 
of these kings shall the God of Heaven set up a kingdom that 
shall never be destroyed.” &c. After which an intermission of 
one hour was given for refreshments. 

The Association was then called together by singing and 
prayer, offered by Elder A. B. Smith. 

The letters from the various churches, composing this As- 
sociatio®, were called for, and read by Elder T. P. Montgom- 
ery and Bro. G. M. Phillips; contents noted—see Statistica’ 
Table. 

Petitionary letters were called for, when letters were pre- 
sented and‘ read from the following churches, viz: Oak 
Grove, Mt. Vernon, Bethel, and Town Creek, which were all 
unanimously received and delegates welcomed. 7 

The Association then proceeded to organize by electing 
W. C. Thomas, Moderator; J. M. Cook, Clerk, and G. M. 
Phillips, Treasurer. 

The Moderator made a few very appropriate remarks by 
way of returning his gratitate tothe body for so marked an 
expression of their christian confidence and regard. He then 
apointed the following Committees, viz :

Called for Correspondence —Elder L. R, Burress, as Corres- 
pondent from the Tishomingo Association being present, was 
welcomed, and was also received as represtntative of the Cen- 
tennial Board. 

Bro. J. W. Kingsly was welcomed as a delegate from Aber- 
deen Association.

Elder T. P. Montgomery to 
preach the Introductory sermon, and Elder J. J. Andrews, al- 
ternate. 

The hour of preaching at hand, the Association adjourned, 
repaired to the Stand and Elder T. P. Montgomery preached 
from Luke 16: 27.

REMARKS.
